A Good Time And Instructive. 


—The Farmers’ Institute appears to in 
crease in interest as the time passes and 
this the last da y was fully as interesting 
as any other; although the sessions y es 
tcrday were enjoy ed by a crowd of peo­ 
ple that filled the Opera House in a v ery 
satisfactory manner. 
William McMur- 
trie opened the debate in the morning 
with the subject “ Fertilizers, what they 
are and their Va lue.” 
He spoke of the 
v alue of nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash in corn, wheat and oats. 
Quali­ 
ties and v alues of potash, phosphoric acid 
and nitrogen are remov ed from Illinois 
soils by leading farm products. 
Each 
farmer must to succeed ascertain for him* 
self what fertilizers are needed on his 
farm. 
Some farms require bne kind of 
fertilizer and some another. 
The wheat 
crop should follow the corn crop m order 
to keep up a proper balance in the quali 
tv of soil. 
He ex hibited tables showing 
strength and trade v alues of v arious kinds 
of fertilizing materials. 
He showed a n­ 
other table giv ing Peterman's ex pen 
ments with wheat and the kind of fertili­ 
zer used. 
Also the results of field ex peri­ 
ments with fertilizers upon corn, wheat 
and oats. 
His talk was v ery interesting 
The question was asked, “ What is the 
ex pense of good fertilizing?” 
The ans­ 
wer was about three dollars and ninety - 
fiv e cents per acre, 
Sti l that depended 
v ery much upon the adaptability of the 
fertilizer for the laud upon which it is 
spread. 
E. E. Chester, of Champaign, this S ’ate, 
read an interesting and instructiv e paper 
upon Forage Plants. 
He designated the 
different v arieties, their v alue and the 
soil in which they thriv e. 
Thy speakei 
omitted some parts of his paper on ac­ 
count of lack of lime. 
In the afternoon 
we had a field day on the tariff and free 
trade questions 
Ex Seua torL. D. Whit­ 
ing read a paper of considerable length 
upon the abuses which the farmers are 
suppose to endure on account of high 
tariff, and what be claimed as the natur 
al results of monopolies and trusts. 
Mr. 
Whiting is a man who read9 much and 
talks much upon political questions and 
has the reputation down in Bureau coun­ 
ty of being a man well posted. He, how­ 
ev er, met his match when he “ crossed 
swords” with a Lre county man. 
Mr. 
Whiting made the statement that there 
was some sort of a protectionist’s bureau 
up ia Milwaukee which had been esta b­ 
lished for the purpose of assisting country 
editors in editing their papers, on the 
taiiff question, but he said nothiug about 
this bureau assisting editors in making 
speeches and he must hav e thought after 
the editor of the Amboy J ournul got 
through with him y esterday that there 
was one at least who needed no assis­ 
tance in that line. 
Dr. E. C. Loomis, the 
editor to whom we refer, deliv ered a 
speech in reply to Mr. Whiting that was 
so pleasing to the writer hereof that we 
shall giv e it in full in T iie T e l e gr ap h 
as soon as wo can find space. 
“ What 
Can the Matter be” was the title of the 
Doctor’s remarks and light well did he 
handle his subject. 
He aimed to show, 
and succeed we think, that many talked 
of troubles which attlict the country were 
quite imaginary and that those which we 
really had were attributed to the wrong 
cause. 
But we will not attempt a rev iew 
nowr. 
This debate closed the afternoon 
session. 
E C. Lewis’ talk on roads was useful 
as well as interesting. 
The good quali­ 
ties of the Peoria roads were brought up 
as an ex ample. Grav el roads were recom­ 
mended. One gentleman said creek grav el 
is just as good as that taken from banks. 
The coat per mile is about a thousand 
dollars. 
The only preparation that is re­ 
quired in construction is for drainage , the 
tile to be placed on the side. 
Last night the Opera 
House was full, 
we may sty crowded, and as it was a sort 
of Princeton session our neighbors cer­ 
tainly should be well satisfied with the 
reception giv en them. 
Mrs. It. II. Harri 
ion’s paper on “ House Adornment and 
Home Life” was well deliv ered and v ery 
mieresting. 
Mrs. It. 
II. Mead also had 
an interesting paper on “ The Relations 
of Agriculture to other Industries.” Col. 
Clark E. Carr made a v eiy pleasant and 
eloquent talk on homes—farmers' homes 
—ami closed with a paper on transporta 
lion; giv ing a brief history of water ways 
from the time that the Chaldeans sev en 
thousand years ago rode down the Euphra- 
tese on rafts made of animal skins to the 
more recent efforts that he and others 
hav e made to secure for this country the 
Hennepin canal. 
But the speech uf the 
ev ening was that made by Mrs. General 
Elliott on “ Farmers’ W iv e s ” 
It was a 
continuous fl » w of wit and snrctism, de­ 


liv ered in a pleasant manner and of course 
p’eased the audience v ery much. 
We 
can but rccail on an occasion like this, 
the fact that Mrs. Elliott is the daughter 
of one of the most earnest and eloquent 
orators that Illinois has produced, Owen 
Lov ejoy .

fu l g reenish-white precipitate produ ced 
by pou ring water on it, and which 
drinkers so mu ch admire. 
Vermou th, 
another fav orite liqu or, is adu lterated 
with hy drochloric or su lphu ric acid in 
order to g iv e it a pu ng ent taste. Kirscb 
is ex tracted from the leav es of the 
cherry -lau rel and contains as mu ch as 
twenty -two centig rams of pru ssic acid 
per liter, instead of fiv e or six centi­ 
g rams. 
Ru m is manu factu red alway s 
with alcohol distilled from beet root, 
to which is added ether and formic 
acid. 
The “bou qu ets” of brandies are 
manu factu red by the action of su l­ 
phu ric acid on castor oil. 
The coloring 
matters employ ed are ex tracted from 
log wood, the elder, sorrel, fu chsine, 
and coal. 
Su ch is the trash which is 
daily consu med by the Parisians. 


In the home of a Jewish citizen of 
Ne w York was seen recently a tiny flame 
bu rning in a handsome g oblet. 
Ex ­ 
amination showed the g oblet to be half 
filled with water, on the top of which 
floated abou t an inch of sweet oil, 
A 
tiny float of corks fastened on either 
side of a metallic ring rested u pon the 
oil 
On the ring was placed a wax 
taper hardly 
thicker than a thread 
passed throu g h 
a 
small cirole of 
thin wood, so that the lower end of the 
taper dipped throu g h the ring into the 
sweet oil 
The u pper end was lig hted. 
The sweet oil drawn u p throu g h the 
wax -cov ered wick serv ed to keep it 
alig ht for sev eral hou rs. 
“We bu rn 
this,” said the g entleman, “in memory 
of one of ou r dead. 
When that taper 
bu rns nearly ou t we su bstitu te another, 
so that the flame, like the v estal fire, is 
nev er allowed to g o ou t. 
We lig ht the 
taper when ou r relativ e dies and let it 
ju rn a y ear. 
The last taper we let g o 
ou t of itself. 
It flickers, flares u p, 
sinks, flares ag ain, and then g oes ou t, 
ju st as hu man life does in its last hou rs. 
We tend this lig ht with g reat care, and 
thu s keep aliv e the memory of ou r lov ed 
one. 
It is an old cu stom which is now 
becoming less observ ed. 
Many now 
only bu rn the taper for a month, and 
some bu t for a week. 
There are still a 
g reat many , thou g h, that keep u p the 
cu stom in its old pu rity .”

awkward cracks between the win o w 
frames aild the brick walls, and during 
the co ld mo nths tho air entering here 
will largely reduce the co al pile. 
Pro cure a lo t o f paint, o ld paint if 
po ssible, fro m a dealer, the skins fo rm­ 
ing o n to p o f the paints, settlings fro m 
the bo tto m o f paint po ts, and, in fact, 
any refuse which co ntains o il, zinc, o r 
o ther mineral bo dy may be used 
for tha 
purpo se. 
Reduce this mass, especially if hard­ 
ened fro m co ntinued standing ex po sed 
to air, to the co nsistency o f cream by 
so aking in so me cheap o il. Heating may 
bo resto red to if the hard paints canno t 
o therwise be so fto ned. 
When tho who le has beco me so ft 
eno ugh to be stirred into a ho mo gene­ 
o us ma8 § ,mo re o il may be added and the 
who le wo rked thro ugh a siev e and then 
run thro ugh an o rdinary paint mill.

Rut, as wo became accusto med to the 
light, o r, rather, tho darkness, the o x ­ 
like patience o f the peasants’ ey es de­ 
fined itself fro m o ut the shado ws o f 
the co if, aulwesaw mm sanlwiched 
in between, with the inev itable feather 
and flo wer in their hats. 
They bring their o wn black bread 
and sausage, no w and then a bit o f 
cake fo r an ex tra treat—fo r a sweet 
to o th alway s go es with a stro ng Ger­ 
man guttural—and spread their feast 
o ut o n the tables when they buy the 
wine. 
One is as like to sit cheek by 
jo wl with a prince as a peasant in tho 
“ stift-keller,” but fo r the mo st part tho 
peasants like to huddle to gether in the 
hallway , where their humble spreads 
will no t be criticized by mo re lo rdly 
wine-drinkers. 
Tho sto ne tunnel leads into a ro und, 
o pen ro o m, lighted fro m abo v e by a 
kind o f well-ho le, and giv es immedi­ 
ately upo n the cellar itself, into which 
o ne might lo o k and see literally miles 
o f bo ttle shelv es and casks if the day ­ 
light penetrated. 
As it is, lights are 
flashed thro ugh what appears to be 
endless darkness, and no w and then the 
lanterns will flash o n o ne o f tho lay 
mo nks—-no t so fat o r so merry as the 
twain we met o utside—as they serv e 
the wine to tho kellners who bring it 
to us; fo r tho ho ly men do no t serv e 
their clientele with their o wn hands. 
Perhaps there is just a little to o much 
ro y stering so metimes iu 
tho “ stift- 
keller” to make it deco ro us o r seemly , 
altho ugh there is no better co nducted 
cro wd m all the wo rld than a lo t o f 
Germans enjo y ing themselv es. 
One 
say s Germans, ev en in Austria, where 
they do no t resent the term, tho ugh 
there is a subtle difference, ev en in the 
German language, fro m the mo ment 
y o u cro ss the fro ntier-line. 
The o herkellner inv ited ns to climb 
the steep steirway to an upper apart­ 
ment, which, he to ld us, and made a 
deep o beisance as he spo ke, was re­ 
serv ed fo r eecelenzas. 
But we cho se 
rather to mix with the gay and co mfo rt­ 
able thro ngs who were sipping wine at 
the cro wded tables in the ro und ro o m. 
It is true, it was redo lent o f ev ery 
grade o f to bacco under the sun, fro m a 
Hav ana, which a rich-lo o king Span­ 
iard was smo king 
in 
o ne 
co rner, 
thro ugh all the grades o f German 
pipes, and do wn to the lo ng, thin Ital­ 
ian cigar, which lo o ks like a lean and 
disco uraged little breakfast sausage 
with a straw stuck in the end, presum­ 
ably to carry o ff tho flav o r. 
But ev ery 
face gleamed thro ugh this haze o f 
smo ko alight with calm, lazy pleasure. 
Officers, students, priests,' trav elers, 
do cto rs o f ev ery thing under the sun, 
and members o f v ario us so cieties fo r 
the pro tectio n o f the memo ry o f Mo zart 
and the archbisho ps, were taking their 
afterno o n co mfo rt, which is part o f the 
practical religio n o f a German, in the 
co o l, gro tto -like ro tunda o f the stift- 
keller.

and the sad story was told—not a vestig e of

THE ROB ANCE OF A RING. 


The univ ersities of Russia hav e al­ 
ways been nests of sedition and disor­ 
der, annoying to the czardom. 
They 
hav e been especially troublesome within 
the last eight or ten years, and stern 
measures hav e often been necessary to 
quell the outbreaks of the students. 
Some weeks ago a battalion of Cossacks 
was ordered to giv e a few lessons to 
the students of the univ ersity of Kief, 
and the lessons were giv en in a style 
satisfactory to the officer in command. 
But it appears, after all, that the un­ 
dergraduates were not taught the lesson 
of obedience in such a way os to lea<i 
them to practice it faithfully, for we 
learn by cable that both the univ ersity 
at Kief and the univ ersity of Kazan 
hav e been closed by the authorities on 
account of the continued insubordina­ 
tion of fraotious young men. 
This is 
the fifth time within ten years that these 
institutions of learning hav e been closed 
for the same cause.

years in the arts of civ ilization, Zadkiel 
is supremo king ov er the length and 
breadth of the Ottoman Empire.

Tho 
office of Munodjim Bashi, or Gourt 
Astrologer, still exists. 
Its present 
occupant, 
Hadli Tahir Effendi, was 
until 18 77 President of tho Council of 
Education, and during the short exist­ 
ence of the ’Turkish Parliament, nine 
years ago, was created a Senator. 
His 
duties are not of a v ery complex kind, 
but they hav e an important bearing on 
political and social mov ements.

and ho publishes annually au almanac,

LIFE OF A GIRL SOLDIER. 


R om an tic M ilitary C areer o f a P r om in e n t 
P h ilad e lp h ia L ad y. 
In J anuary, 1862, Edward L. Pierce, 
of Massachusetts, was sent by Secre­ 
tary Chase to Port Royal, S. C., to in 
quire into the condition of the negroes 
on the Sea Island cotton plantations 
and to report on the feasibility of open­ 
ing schools at that place for the benefit 
of the inhabitants. 
As the masters had abandoned these 
plantations and had fled into the inter 
lor, Mr. Pierce returned to Port Royal 
with a large company of young men 
and a few women to begin his experi­ 
m ent. 
Of the women there were Miss 
Susan Walker, Mrs. J ohnson and Mrs. 
Donellson, of Washington. 
Among 
those that offered to go were two un­ 
tried volunteers, who were so youthful 
that Mr. Pierce declined to accept 
their services. 
One of these returned 
to her home. 
The other would not be 
denied, and berpatrioti * devotion was 
such that she Anally overcame the ob­ 
jections of Mr. Pierce. 
She pleaded 
for the right to serve her country in 
this manner, promising to supplement 
by her strength and activity the waning 
physical endurance of her superiors 
in age. 
Soou all of the ladies were in­ 
stalled in the home at the headquar 
iters of Mr. Pierce, on Pope’s plan­ 
tation, St. Helena Island. 
Under the 
same jurisdiction was also the Eustace 
plantation of Lady’s Island. 
On both plantations were five hun­ 
dred field hands with their families, 
needing every kind of care which North­ 
ern intelligence and humanity could 
bestow. They were accustomed to work 
only under the compulsion of slavery. 
It was difficult to believe in the direc­ 
tion of white persons. 
The first thing 
to be doue was to persuade them to 
work for a just pecuniary reward. 
When they found that Massa Lincum 
meant freedom and gold dollars be­ 
sides, goodly crops were soon in the 
ground and cheerful obedience was ren­ 
dered. 
{Schools 
were 
established, 
the 
younger pupils studying by day, the 
older by night, and the reign of order 
and prosperity had begun. 
The older 
ladies were soon compelled to return 
North. 
The young men were distrib­ 
uted in various duties, and on one 
of the young devotees, Miss Nellie 
Winsor, of Boston, aged twenty-one, 
fell the sole direction of the 500 fieid 
hands. She appointed them their daily 
task every morning. 
She was their 
paymaster when their work was done, 
and, in addition, she was their teacher, 
minister, nurse and physician, all in 
one. 
The duties of teaching were speedily 
shared by Miss Laura Towne, of Phila­ 
delphia, L>y Miss Ellen Murray and by 
several others, but the young girl who 
pleaded for the right to serve her 
country fulfilled every promise made 
to Mr. Pierce by the lull surrender of 
her strength and activity. 
She began 
by determining to finish each day’s duty 
before she closed her eyes in sleep 
She soon found that her multiplied 
offices brought ever developing duties 
and that these never c^uld be finished. 
Sleep she must get for the coming day, 
and sleep she did, and thus preserved 
her youthful vigor. 
A pressing necessity was now re­ 
vealed. 
The plantations were defense­ 
less. 
A picket guard was offered, but 
for prudential reasons Miss Winsor 
strongly objected. 
She preferred to 
rely on her own five hundred field 
hauds, with whom the most amicable 
relations had already been established. 
She, therefore, selected from them 10U 
able-bodied men, drilled them daily in 
the manual of arme and established her 
guard, which did good service for over 
a year. 
During this period Miss Winsor held 
a captain’s commission and d« ew the 
pay of a captain. 
She was officially 
recognized by the United States Gov­ 
ernment. 
Her duties as captain occu­ 
pied but one hour daily, and, in fact, 
constituted but a small portion of her 
labors. 
It is, however, possible that 
these duties proved her as competent 
to deposit a vote as any one of the 5U0 
men whom she directed in the laber of 


raising cotton or the 100 whom she 
drilled in the manual of arms. 
When the necessity for protecting 
the plantations no longer existed, Miss 
Winsor*« company 
entered Colonel 
Higginson’s First South Carolina Regi­ 
ment with the advantage of a year’s 
drill in military tactics. 
After 
the close of the war Miss 
Winsor married and became Mrs. J . N. 
Cushing. 
She went to Burmah as a 
missionary and remained in that ser 
vice for fourteen years. 
She is now in 
Philadelphia as Secretary of the Wom­ 
an’s Baptist Foreign M issionary Societ v. 
While Mrs. Cushing still feels that she 
gave the best she had to give to the 
Port Royal experiment, that, in fact, 
her efforts there were the glory of her 
life, she nevertheless rejoices in the 
prospect of a reference of national diffi­ 
culties to arbitration, and with every 
other truly Christian woman, looks 
with ardent hope for the day when 
there will be a universal brotherhood 
aipong

GOVERNMENT EXPERT’S REPORT 


■i’otirfru ing Gem» and 
P reciou s 
Stone« 
l oond iu tlie I 
11 ite d M ates. 
The report of iJ eoixe F. Kunz, the ex­ 
pert in gems, which has just l*een issued 
by the geological surv ey, contains much 
interesting information relating to the 
discov ery of precious stones in the United 
States. 
The list of accidental 
finds 
throughout the country is large enough 
to be inspiring. 
M r/K u n z calls them 
accidental, and then sav s that at Salida, 
4 olo., ov er u toil of garnets hav e l>een 
picked up during the year. 
They iind 
garnets of the same sort in l^wiston, 
Idaho. 
Home of the pure, clear quartz, 
when it comes in big chunks, is quite 
\ aluable. 
They found some v ery large 
masses in Virginia early in the year. 
They 
were 
rej sated 
as 
transparent 
crystals of quartz, one weighing 04.’ 
pounds, another 1140 pounds. 
When 
these reached New York, howev er, they 
prov ed not to Ik* crystals, but v eins of 
translucent quartzite, 
with crystalline 
markings of a group rather than of a 
tough* crystal, and the clear spaces, which 
were only observ ed on these crystalline 
sides, would nut afford a crystal ball 
more than one inch in diameter. 
The 
iargcr part was almost white with flaws. 
“ Nueii won! 1 do. 
howev er, to sell n» 
t<Hiri*ts.” says Mi. Kunz, naiv ely.

hav e lteon found dur­ 
ing the pa 1 year at De i Inland, Me.;

A precious stone cf much 
interest is an opaque white hydrophone 
discov ered in Colorado. 
The finder .has 
named it “ magic ftonc,” 1 centre, as 
usual with this mineral, it jxjssesses the 
property of becoming absolutely trans­ 
parent if water is dropped nlowly on it 
from one to t!im* minutes. 
It is so 
porous that it will absorb its own weight 
of water. 
It quickly recov ers its opac­ 
ity. 
A beautiful pink Hialecdony has 
been found at Oirm, Utah. 
It admits of 
a high polish, but it has not yet been in­ 
troduced in a n y quantity*. 
T. U. Lamb and G. C. Hatch rained for 
a time at t!ie'.lount Apatite locality, near 
Auburn, Me., and found tourmaline gems 
and 1 iir rals to the v alue of £ 500. 
Tlds 
locality will be further worked. 
Quite a 
large urm'xT of the yellow, gn en and 
white beryls found in Litchfield county 
hr.v \* K en ni'-ely cut and extensiv ely sold. 
The cut gems sold during the prust year 
are v alued at £ “1.000. but a large part of 
this sum probably represents the cutting 
and other necessary expenses. 
The Ma­ 
rion Bullion company, at Marion, N. C.. 
does not make a business of digging for 
gems, but Col, Deiuing has found so 
many garnets there that it paid him to 
sell them in quantities to manufacturing 
jewelers. 
There was also one line ame­ 
thyst of a magnificent purple color and 
ov er one inch across, fine aquumarinas 
from one to six carats in weight and 
sour* beautiful ehloritic inclusion:! in 
quartz, which, when polished, show v ery 
tine* landseajM? effects.
